shed them now,” orates

L. 
Schad, farm demonstration agent for 
Haskell county, in the agricultural- 
ized words of Mark Antony. 
Onions are suggested as the cause 
of such grief—onions that are crowd 
ing out acreage formerly devoted to 
cotton. 
For several years, Schad says, J. 
H. Southern, a 
Haskell 
county 
farmer, has be on experimenting w’ith 
different crops with wiiich to sup­ 
plant lotion. This year, he planted 
Onions— only one-third of an acre 
of them, it’s 
t r u e , but three va­ 
rieties of them— red globe, yellow’ 
Denver and silver skin—which were 
dropped in rows alongside his corn 
field, chopped aud plowed like corn 
and harvested like an ordinary field 
crop. That one-third acre yielded 
IOO bushels—or at the rate of 300 
bushels to the acre. 
^Southern, Schad says, is planning 
to plant more onions. Many of his 
neighbors will follow his example. 
So, onions, along with other va­ 
rieties of truck crops, will crowd 
out many acres of cotton in next 
spring’s planting in Haskell county.
